SNAC CONVENTION 1975 - Health Care to the People: A Right Not a Privilege 

/ DENISE AQUILANTE, second-year nursing student and Doheny representative of the Student 
Nurses Association of California, attended that organization's annual convention in 
San Francisco on February 21-24. Also in attendance were DENISE McARDLE, NANCY DALE, 
MARY FONTANINI, JANET RAGLE andJCASSY ROBERTSON. Below is a report of the convention 
submitted by DENISE AQUILANTE ._/ 

The theme of this year's SNAC convention was Health Care to the People: A 
Right Not a Privilege. Ms. Betty Williams, Assistant Dean at U.C.L.A. School of Nursing, 
gave the key-note speech. Other speakers addressed themselves to such topics as Trans- 
cultural Nursing of People of Color, Nurse-Midwifery, and Fluids and Electrolytes. 

Another feature of the convention was the presence of various representatives 
from different hospitals as well as from the Armed Forces, who came to share what nursing 
would be like at their institutions. Hopefully, our Doheny Campus SNAC organization can 
establish this type of presentation for its students in the near future, thus enabling 
May graduates to consider what is available to them upon graduation. 

Various regions of the state meet annually at these conventions to discuss what 
each has contributed to SNAC during the preceding year, elect new officers and, most 
importantly, to finalize resolutions which SNAC hopes to implement during the year 
following the convention. Copies of the resolutions passed by the 1975 House of 
Delegates will be available to students within a few weeks, in order that members will 
be informed of the convention's resolutions.

It 
involves basic nutrition, Hygiene and first aid. It's a good way to 
get involved with the people of the community.

BRN VISITATION On April 21, 22, 23, the A. A. Program in Nursing was reviewed by 
HELD IN APRIL Dolores Milton, RN, Nursing Education Consultant of the Board of 

Registered Nursing. Her report, which will be presented to the 
BRN June 12-13 accompanied by the school's report, commended the College and faculty 
for its efforts in a program that is unique in nursing education. 

BRN accreditation must be held for graduates to be eligible for 
the licensing examination.
